MONTREAL—The general course 


of business so far this year has beep 


very satisfactory in practically all 
branches and gives much assurance as 
to the substantial soundness of its 
foundations. The tangible figures ot 
trade and transportation as they have 
come in have general gains 
over the previous year. Freight car 
loadings between the first of January 
and the 14th® of August, the latest 
available date, total 1,840,721 against 
1,629,371 for the same period in 1925, 
incrfases being jn 
grain, coal, forest products, merchan- 
dise and miscellaneous freight, Bank 
debits to individual accounts, which 
constitute a good index to the volume 
of current business, are running well 
above the totals of 1925, and for the 
first six months of the year show a 
gain of more than 13%. 

The major manufacturing industries 
have been generally on a more satis- 
factory level of operations. The iron 
and steel industry is holding up much 
better than last year, as the result of 
a renewal of railroad equipment buy- 
ing and the greater activities of the 
agricultural implement and automobile 
manufacturers. The cotton textile in- 
dustry has been well sustained with 
orders, although the volule of plac- 
ing business has been affected by vn- 
settled: price conditions. The woollen 
and wosted goods business has been 
passing through a trying period, but 
wool prices are now firmér in world 
narkets and give some evidence of 
stability. The boot and shoe inudstry 
which has been hampered by labour 
troubles and irregular prices, is re- 
ported to be working on a_ better 
basis, and hide and leather markets 
have recently become stronger.. Auto 
mob'le production, while now showing 
4 seasonal decline, established a new 
high record for the first half of the 
year. 

The influence of the better agricul- 
tural purchasing \power which has 
been felt throughout the industries 
has been augmented by the heavy ex- 
penditures that have been made in 
building and construction work, es- 
pecially industrial and hydro-electric 
developments.

In the 
meantime the Poo] had obtained 
for its members a very good price 
for their wheat. 

The Pool is charged in the artiele 
referred to with having depressed 
the market by the delivery of this 
wheat, yet, as a matter of fact, No. 
1 Northern wheat is at the time of 
writing trading slightly above the 
price at which it stood on July Ist. 
The statement is also made that the 
Pool had been throwing wheat on 
the market during the month of 
July in quantities which had 
checked advances. This statement 
is also disnroved by the actual fig- 
ures. On July 2nd the price was 
$1,49%, on July Bist it was $1.59% 
and the high point reached between 
these dates was $1,621. 

The charge is also made that the 
Pool is speculating in futures con- 
trary to its expressed principles. 
The fact is that the Pool takes ad- 
vantage of every available market 
to dispose of the farmers’ wheat 
and on this occasion it happened 
that the attempted corner gave the 
Poo! an opportunity to sell a quan- 
tity of wheat which they had 
actually at their disposal at a price 
which was temporarily higher than 
other markets offered. The Pool 
was no selling paper wheat with 
the object of buying it in ag&in at 
a lower price, which is the method 
of the speculators, but was dis- 
posing of farmers’ grain which 
they had for sale. 

These are the facts of the opera- 
tion and show that the “long” im- 
terests in July wheat lost out in 
their efforts to rig the market for 
their own benefit, while the Poo! 
had succeeded in marketing, at a 
very satisfactory price, a large 
quantity of wheat.
